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ABSTRACT 


This  bibliography  has  been  compiled  for  use  by  researchers, 
students,  and  other  groups  who  need  a  reference  source  of  pub- 
lished literature  related  to  surface  coal  mining  and  reclama- 
tion in  the  Eastern  Coal  Province.   This  bibliography  contains 
more  than  1300  references  including  government  reports,  journal 
articles,  symposium  proceedings,  industrial  reports,  workshop 
proceedings,  theses,  and  bibliographies.   A  simple  format  was 
used  to  categorize  citations. 


OVERVIEW 

PURPOSE  AND  SCOPE 

The  number  of  articles  and  reports  which  has  been  written  about  surface 
coal  mining  and  reclamation  is  large  and  is  increasing  rapidly.   Although 
many  bibliographies  have  been  published  (see  Bibliographies,  p.  124),  Argonne 
has  perceived  a  need  for  an  easy-to-use  reference  source  which  includes  all 
types  of  articles  pertaining  to  surface  coal  mining  and  reclamation  from  all 
types  of  publications.   Therefore,  as  part  of  the  Land  Reclamation  Program 
(LRP),  a  series  of  bibliographies  has  been  planned. 

This  volume  references  documents  related  to  surface  coal  mining  and 
reclamation  in  the  Eastern  Coal  Province.   Additional  volumes  for  the  Interior 
Coal  Province  and  the  Coal  Provinces  west  of  the  100°  meridian  have  been  ini- 
tiated.  In  addition,  after  all  volumes  are  published  they  will  be  updated 
periodically  to  provide  a  complete  reference  set  on  surface  coal  mining  and 
reclamation. 

Articles  cited  in  this  volume  are  organized  into  21  major  categories. 
Citations  that  could  be  listed  under  more  than  one  category  are  cross-indexed. 
To  eliminate  referencing  to  previous  sections,  the  complete  citation  is  re- 
peated whenever  it  is  cross-indexed.   An  author  index  also  is  provided. 
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Citations  in  this  bibliography  will  be  stored  in  BIRS,  a  system  devel- 
oped at  Argonne  National  Laboratory  for  data  storage  and  retrieval.   BIRS 
uses  a  commercial  data  base  management  system,  SYSTEM  2000,  for  data  input, 
output,  file  management,  and  data  update.   SYSTEM  2000  is  a  general-purpose 
data  base  management  system  developed  by  MRI  Systems  Corp.  to  operate  on 
IBM  360  and  370  series,  Univac  1100  series,  and  CEC  6000  and  CYBER  series 
computers.   In  general,  BIRS  has  been  designed  to  make  data  input  and  re- 
trieval as  simple  as  possible  for  users,  while  retaining  capabilities  for 
sophisticated  data  management.   BIRS  has  the  capability  of  data  retrieval 
using  several  approaches.
